PHE LITTLE MAN FIT MAN of 
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THE 


CONFEDERATION OF CANADA 


By John Lewis, in the Canadian Magazine. 


John Lewis, the editor of the To 
ronto Star, has contributed te the 
Jaly number of the Canadian Magu- 
zine an interesting appreciation of 
some of the leading figures in the 
confederation oi Canada, only two of 
whom survive. 


That Canadians are not a very de- | 


monstrative or self-conscious people 
would appear from their ae = 
of their national holiday. They still 
let off their fireworks on the birth- 
day of Queen Victoria, and amareit 
in procession on the day of St. sean 
Baptiste or the anniversary cf the 
battle of the Boyne, while the b‘ith- 
day of the Dominion, though set 
aside for rest and pleasure, passes by 
as if it were not a landmark in the 
history of the nation. If we were 
given to eelebration, we might have 
an excuse for marking in some way 
this fortieth anniversary of the Con- 
federation, when all the Fathers but 
two have passed away. 
Remarkable Man Was Tache. 

All wilh remember Macdona'd, 
Brown, Tilley, Mowat, Tupper aud 
Langevin, who took active parts in 
politics after Confederation. © The 
chairman, Sir Etienne P. Taehe, be- 
longs to an earlier day. He was 
born five years before the close of 
the eighteenth century; he was a 
lieutenant in the Canadian Chas- 
seurs in the War of 1812; he was 2 
middle-aged man when he first en- 
dered the first Parliament of the 
United Canadas, as member for L’Is- 
let, From this time forth we find 
him holding office in ministries of all 
stripes of politics, yet without the 
least suspicion of mercenary motive 
or betrayal of friends. Prom 1846 to 
1848 he was deputy adjutant-general 
under the Tories, When the Reform- 
ers won their first great triumph at 
the elections of 1847-48, Tache enter- 
ed the famous ministry headed by 
Lajiontaine and Baldwin. Baldwin 
and Lafontaine retired. Hincks came 
in and was defeated; the Tory party 


was reconstructed as the Liberal- 
Conservative party;- still Tache re- 
mained placidiy at the helm, the 


leaders of both parties being glad to 
have his assistance. When he re- 
tired in 1857, Imperial honors fell on 
his shoulders; he was knighted; he 
was made honorary colonel in the 
British army, and aide-de-camp to 
the Queen, and he was one of the 
suite of the Prince of Wales in his 
tour through Canada. 

To say. how, he, was recalled to po- 
litical Iife is to tell a Jarge part of 
the story of Confederation. In 1864 
neither political party being able to 
command a majority in the House, 
the Governor-General, who was sore- 
ly troubled by the chaotic state of 
affairs, induced Sir E. P. Tache to 
lend ‘his name and influence to a 
ministry. but the task wag too great 
even for, him; in three, months the 
ministry fell, and chaos was immi- 
nent again, when Georgé Brown made 
his’ famous proposal that the parties 
should sink ‘heir differences and en- 
deavor to frame a new constitution, 
under which the quarrels of Upper 
and Lower Canada would be laid at 
rest. The joy and reliei were 2s 
great as had been the tension occa- 
sioned by the difficulties and dangers 
of the time. Sir Richard Cartwright 
says: “On that memorable  after- 
noon when Mr. Brown, not without 
emotion, made his statement to a 
hushed and expectant House, and 
declared that he was about to ally 
himself with Sir George Cartier and 
his friends for the purpose of car- 
rying out Confederation, I saw an ex- 
citable, elderly little French mem- 
ber rush across the floor, climb up 
on Mr, Brown, who, as you remem- 
ber, was of a stature approaching the 
gigantic, fling his arms around his 
neck and hang several seconds there 
suspended, ta the visible consterna- 
tion of Mr. Brown and to the infi- 
nite joy of all beholders, pit, box 
and gallery included.” 

He Was Not a Party Man, 


But where was the man under 
whom Brown and’ Maédonald, person- 
al as ‘well as political ‘foes, would 
consent to serve even for a great pa 
triotic end? 8Sir Etienne P. Tache 
was the only man. He had, jn the 
language used by one of the leaders, 
“ceased to be actuated’ by strong par- 
ty feelings or personal ambitions,” 
and he enjoyed the confidence and 
good.will of all. When he died, on 
the 30th of July, 1865, the war broke 
out again, and before the end oi the 
year George Brown was out of the 
Government, 

Sir A. T. Galt. 


Another man present at this re- 
markable gathering was Sir A, T. 
Galt, to whom Sir Richard Cart- 
wright assigns a large share of the 
credit of the Confederation. As ear- 
ly as 1868 he moved in the Legisla- 
ture a series, of resolutions advocat- 
ing the federal union of all the Brit- 
ish North American provinces and 
territories, virtually on the basis that 
exists todey. It is worthy of note 
that. he then declared that: questions 
relating to education and likely to 
arpuse religions dissensi ought to 
be left te the provinces. entered 
the Cartier-Macdonald) Goyernment 
after Confederation and soon achiev- 
ed a high. reputation as a public fin- 
ancier, Through the negotiations that 
led to the formation of the coalition, 
his name appears as an intermediary 
below Brown and Macdonald. He 
was a member of the coalition until 
1866, when he withdrew because he 
did not consider that sufficient safe- 
guards were provided fer the Prat 
estant minority of Quebee. Later, 
on receiving assurance upon this 
point, he consented to be. one of the 
delegates to Great Britain to complete 
the scheme of Confederation. 


D'Arcy McGee. 
D'Arey MeGee, a brilliant  Tvish- 
man, who in his youth was attached 
to the Young Lretand: party and took

part in Smith-O'Brien’s rebellion, fled 
to the United States, and afterwards 
came to Ca®ada, where he became o 
thoroughly good and somewhat con 
servative citizen, was another of the 
Fathers of Confederation. His speech 
is perhaps the most literary in form 
of any of those printed in the debate 
on Confederafion, and ie a clear and 
compact account of the circum- 
stances which made the change nec- 
essary. In 1865. he visited Ireland 
and denounced Fevianism, drawing 
upon hintself the enmity of the co 
ganization. In April, 1868, he was 
shot dead by an assassin while enter 
ing hig house in Ottawa after the 
adjourement of the House. Phere 
had been a debate on the disaffection 
in Nova Scotia over Confederation, 
and McGee had made‘a conciliatory 
speech. ‘‘We will compel them,” he 
said, “to come into this union. We 
will compel them by our fairness, our 
kindness, our love, to be one with 
us in this common and this great na- 
tional work.” The assassination of 
McGee was no doubt political, and 
due to his changed attitude on Irish 
affairs. Another of the Fathers, 
George Brown, was marked for the 
bullet of the assassin, but the act had 
no political significance, nor was it 
inspired by enmity for the victim. 
Powerful Ally for Sir John. 


One of the results of the movement 
for Confederation was to give Sir 
John Macdonald a powerful ally 
from Nova Scotia. In the Nineteenth 
Century for May there is an article 
on “The Problem of Empire,” by 
one of the two survivors of Confed- 
eration, now eighty-five years of age. 
At Confederation Dr. Tupper was a 
man of early middle age, stalwart 
in person, having a, voice like thun- 
der, and all the equipment of “a 
first-class fighting man.” He did 
notable work at this time, afterwards 
in Opposition, and again when the 
Canadian Pacific legislation was car- 
ried. 1 heard him some years later; 
though his language was sometimes 
violent and his denunciations — ter- 
rific, one always got the impression 
that he was not very angry, but was 
merely hurling these rhetorical rocks 
across the House as a matter of pol- 
icy, by way of discouraging the en- 
emy and comforting his friends. He 
made a good though losin fieht in 
1896, It was characteristic of him 
to deliver the opening sfieech of the 
campaign in Winnipeg, defying the 
lightning oi Manitoba’s ,opposition to 
the remedial legislation restoring sep- 
arate schools in that province. 

The Other of the Two. 

The other ‘survivor is Senator A. 
A. Maedonald, who was 78 years of 
age last. Kebruary... He represented 
Prince’ Edward Island at the Char- 
lotfetown conference on the union of 
the Lower Provinces, and afterwards 
atthe Quebee conference. He has 
served his native province in sev 
eral capecities, ag a member of its 
Legislature, as.a member of the 
Charlottetown Schocl Board and the 
Board of Education, as Postmaster 
General, and, from 1884 to 1889, as 
Lieutenant Governor. Since 1891 he 
has been a member of the Senate of 
@anada. He is attentive to his dau- 
ties, but not given to speaking; is 
courteous, dignified and somewhat 
reserved in manner, and generally 
answers to the description of a “gen- 
tleman of the old school.” His 
health has not been good for the last 
two years, but is improving. het us 
hope that he and his colleague will 
live’ to see # good many more anni- 
wersaries of the Dominion whose con 
stitution they helped to frame. 


The Two Big Nien. 

To. whomsoever we may assign the 
chiei credit for bringing about Con- 
federation, two stand out who had 
most to do with working out the 
system, They are Sir John Macdon- 
ald on the Federal side, and Sir Oli 
ver Mowat on the Provincial _ side. 
Macdonald was at the head of af 
fairs from 1867 to 1873, and again 
from 1878 to his death in 1891. Mow- 
at was Premier of Ontario from 1872 
to 1896. Those were formative years, 
years in which the bounds of federal 
and provincial authority were set 
tled, and the machinery of govern- 
ment put in working order, It would 
not be fair to ignore the work done 
by Sandfield Macdonald as the first 
Premier of Ontario, but his face does 
not appear in the ‘picture for the 
very sufficient reason that he was an 
opponent of Coniederation. Before 
Confederation his name appears at 
the head of Liberal administrations. 
But it was at the instance of Sir John 
Macdonald that he accepted the task 
of setting the Ontario machinery in 
motion, 

Their Difficulties. 

What difficulties did these men 
face, and what did they do for Can- 
ada? We are in some danger oi 
thinking lightly of our own history, 
because so little of it is written in 
blood. For the history of Confedera- 
tion we must go to unpromising 
sources; to. a volume of debates, to 
Sessional reports and State papers, 
to the musty files. of old newspapers. 

about thie time, the neighboring 
Republic. was. passing through , the 
closing scenes of the agony of four 
years, a titanic struggle lor existence. 
The roar of the guns sounded in the 
ears of our own public men, as they 
discussed the terms of Confederation 
in a calm and almost academie way. 
“We are striving,” said one of them, 
“to settle forever issues hardly less 
momentous than those that have rent 
the neighboring Republic, and are 
now exposing it to all the horvers. of 
civil war.” By Confederation andthe 
acts which flowed from it, the feeble 
and isolated and distracted British 
colonies in North Aimerica were con 
verted into the Canada that we know 
today. That this was done peaceful- 
ly detracts from the pieturesqueness 
of our history, for it would tax the

powers of a Macaulay taomake the 
report of a debate in Parliament as 
thrilling as the tale of Gettysburg. 
Yet there is something worthy oi 
thought and study “in the Very fact 
that Confederation won for us in a 
aceful way what other countries 
ave won by civil war and wars of

was French and Catholic, and 
cleavage of party polities was 
near to the cleavage of race and reli- 
gion. There hed been a narrow es- 
cape from war with the United States 
and it was feared that the, Union ar. 
mies, when released by the close of 
the civil war, would be used for the 
conquest of Canada. During many 
yeats the trade of Canada had been 
built up on the basis of reciprocity 
with the United States; the treaty 
was about to be abrogated, and Can- 
ada had to look about ior néw chan- 
nels of trade. Canada was not then 
a country stretching from the Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific, but, a strip of terri 
tory in the midst of the continent, 
isolated from the seaboard on both 
sides, and depending largely upon 
the United States for access to the 
Atlantic. Canada had been repeated- 
ly warned that she must undertake a 
larger share of the burden of her own 
defence, and depend less upon Great 
Britain. These were the problems 
that pressed upon the minds of the 
statesmen of forty years ago. They 
were problems of real difficulty and 
magnitude; they have found, we may 
reasonably hope, 9 satisfactory solu 
tion. The country no longer feels 
the loss of the trade that grew up 
under the reciprocity treaty; its trade 
last year was $612,000,000, as compar- 
ed with $131,000,000 in 1868. Immi 
gration is coming in at the rate of 
150,000 a year; business prospers, the 
railways have more business than 
they ean handle, and it is apparent 
that there will be enough and to spare 
for three transcontinental railways 
Of quarrels arising out of racial and 
religious differences less is heard 
every year. 
Has Stood for Forty Years. 

That our new constitution, after 
forty years’ trial, is working fairly 
well, is evident from the fact that so 
little is said about it. The constitu- 
tion of old Canada lasted about a 
quarter of a century, and it was near- 
ly always under discussion. At tle 
outset, it had to be determined whe- 
ther it was to give us responsible gov- 
ernment; this was not decided until 
1848, when Lafontaine and Baldwin 
took office under Elgin. At first Low- 
er Canada was dissatisfied; then Up- 
per Canada, stirred by George Brown 
began to complain that it was dom- 
inated by Lower Canada. Some pub 
li¢ men warited to break the union; 
some wanted the basis of representa- 
tion adjusted. It is no wonder that 
great constitutional lawyers ‘were bred 
in this period, be¢ause the econstitu- 
tion’ was forever ‘being pulled up by 
the roots and examined. After Con- 
federation it was necessary to adjust 
the boundary between the federal and 
provincial powers, and this led to the 
tamous duel between Macdonald and 
Mowat. But the questions were settled 
within the four corness of the consti- 
tution, and so it will probably be with 
similar questions that are before jus 
today. It is difficult to interest peo- 
ple in constitutional questions such 
as occupied the stage fifty years ago. 
All this would indicate that we have 
at last got hold of a good working in- 
strument of government, and if so, 
we are right in lookinig at the old pic- 
ture of the Fathers of Confederation 
as one ¢f real historic interest.

President Cockshutt, of Manu- 
facturers’ Assoc. Speaks of 
Canada’s Trade Expansion 


Mr. Harry Cockshutt, president of 
the Canadian Manuiacturers’ Asso | 
ciation, is at present in Edmonton, | 
after having been on a tour of all the 
branches of the association in Can- 
ada, the last to be visited being Win- 
nipeg. : 

Mr. Cockshutt, interviewed by a 
Bulletin representative expressed the , 
opinion that Edmonton: would-be 
come one of the greaiest distribu- 
ting centres of the West. 

As an evidence ot this belief, the 
Cockshutt Plow Company of Brant. ! 
ford, Ont., has purehased a track 
warehouse from Thomas Bellamy, the 
company’s agent in Edmonton, and 
from there the company will distrib- 
ute its goods. Mr. Cockshutt also 
remarked upon the advanced condi- 
tions in Alberta, declaring that the 
wheat around Lacombe, where it is 
three feet nine inches high, is much 
ahead of Saskatchewan and Mani- 
toba 

When in Winnipeg, Mr. Cockshutt 
was the guest at a luncheon given in 
his honor by the Winnipeg branch of 


the Canndian Manufacturers’ Asso 
ciation. 
Since the convention held by the 


association in’ that city last Septem 
ber it was perhaps the most import 
ant gathering of the Manitoba 
branch by reason of the fact that ox 
traordinary, and even serious devel- 
opments had come about since last 
year’s convention. The transporta 
tion problem grew to an acute phase 
oi Canadian commercial activity, and 
has constituted an alarming question 
to every member of the association 
Following’ that menace to the imme 
diate continuance of the remarkable 
prosperity of the Western provinces, 
has come the financial embarrass- 
ment by which the manufacturers 
have been handicapped by want «i 
junds, the scarcity of available cap 
ital for broader scope of operations, 
being as yet somewhat unexplained, 
except by the plausible statemeut 
that business has grown to sucli 
prodigious proportions in such a rap 
id manner as to be far beyond the 
financial capacity of the company %« 
adequately take care of all substau 
tial and deserving projects. 

In his address at the luncheon Mr. 


Cockshutt said: “I have visited ev 
ery branch of the association, and 
saved Winnipeg for the last. It com- 


pletes the cirpuit and I have carried 
out my instructions to that extent. | 
am here to tell you,im an informal 
way of what the association — has 
done and is doing. I am here to tell 
you of the cogditions I have fouad in 
my round of inspection, and what 
! believe will help to remedy condi- 
tions altogethpr satisiactery, 1. 4ind 
since I came ‘here that a great many 
are like myself, suffering from finan 
cial rheumatism. 

“And I wish to say that the re 
sult of my investigations ond. study 
convinces me that the cure is eoming 
and rapidly. We are too prosperous, 
both east and west, to be retarded in 
our development by lack of working 
funds. We must convince the world 
that the Canadian Northwest urgent- 
ly needs money to continue its mar- 
velous prosperity and we must get it 

“Winnipeg is now the fourth city 
in Canada in manufactures. The 
blue book tells that we are about 
as far advanced in population as the 
United States was a hundred years 
ugo, although we are quite as old a 
country. So that, now that the vast 
resources of the country are practic- 
ally known, we have the advantage 
of a& century’s growth and progress 
to aid us in the development of the 
country. 

“Our progress should be phenom- 
enal, In the next fifty years the ad 
vancement of Canada will be nothing 
short of miraculous for we have cli- 
mate, land and unbounded mineral! 
and timber resources. .With these 
advantages and the world’s experi 
ence to guide us nothing should be 
allowed to interfere with the ultimate 
destiny of the Dominion of Canada to 
beeome the richest and most fertile 
country in the world. 

“To prove that we have been pros- 
perous I have only to say that in five 
years the number of employees have 
been increased 2 6per cent., and the 
wages 43 per cent. There are 14,460 
factories in Canada. Two hundred 
and sixty-four varieties; of products 
worth over $500,000,000 are made. We 
need only a strong equitable tariff 
to continue this prosperity, one that 
favors the mother vountry and our 
sister colonies. Our exports, unfor 
tunately have decreased about §$9,. 
000,000 while our imports have in 
creased $20,000,000, thus showing 1

Regina Paper Says Border Must 
Deal With Some Western 
Affairs 


According to the Regina Standard 
which is a paper that sometimes gets 
within hailing distance of the conser- 
ative party, the western Conservatives 
will insist upon the land question be- 
ing revived by Mr. Borden or they will 
form an independent party. 

The Standard quotes Me. Laird, ex- 
mayor for Regina, and conservative 
candidate at the last provincial elec- 
tion and others. It says: 

The first declaration along the lines 
of a desire for a more far reaching 
platform came on the occasion of a 
gathering of Orangemen at Vancotver 
last week, where a bitter attack was 
made upon Mr, Borden for his alleged 
catering to Quebec, and the second 
came this week when the local con- 
servative organ, the West, editorially 
stated that the attitude of a certain 
faction of the party in Eastern Can- 
ada is making nominetions before a 
reorganization and regeneration took 
place might “result in the Conserva- 
tives in this province being forced to 
take an independent stand in the 
forthcoming elections.” 

The editor of the local party organ, 
8. R. Moore, is also secretary of the 
Saskatchewan Conservative Associa- 
tion, and his remarks may be taken 
as official, He says: “Party loyalty 
can make no claint on a man to fol- 
low a leader with only a negative is- 
sue, and in the interests of the party 
and the eountry a Dominion conven- 
tion should have been held to con- 
struet a policy. IRmgnoring this, how- 
ever, and worshipping at the Quebec 
shrine, how can Saskatchewan conser- 
vatives be expected to line up at the 
crack of the party whip? It looks as 
if they won't do it.” 

Advanced Section. 

It is learned that the faetion of the 
party known as the “advanced’”’ or! 
“Western” section will not stand for | 
any policy that does not protect the 


interests of the West. Provincial 
rights, they say, is essentially the | 
issue throughout the west, and in 


support of this it is pointed out by a | 
prominent conservative to-day, that 
Manitoba wants her swamp lands, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta want their | 
lands, timber and minerals, and Brit- 
ish Columbia, too, is fighting in the 
Imperial parliament for better terms. 

: Laird’s Views. 

Mr; Laird was approached to-day in 
his @apacity as president of the pro- 
vineial conservatives party, and was 
very guarded in his statements. He 
admitted having seen the article in 
the locel paper and he said that pres- 
sure. had been brought to bear upon 
the’ Gonsetytitive “party in the east 
for some time, past wath ~ view to the 
hold#ig of a Dominion convention of 
conservatives frou . coMst..t0 . coast, 
when ample op; nity would be giv- 
en for a general stock taking and tak- 
ing up Of thé sitiation. “This con- 
vention,”” he said, “was practically 
arranged for -towbe held at Ottawa 
ot Toronto in June, but for some rea- 
son or other, unknowy te the party in 
the west, the matter has been shelved 
for the present.” 

Shelving a Mistake. 

Speaking only in a personal capa- 
city, said Mr, Laird, 1 regret this very 
much, particularly as 1 notice in the 
city of Toronto and other eastern con- 
stituencies, nominations for the next 
Dominion election are now proceed- | 
ing, I think it would be in the begt 
interests of the country if this con- 
vention was held before any nomina- 
tions were made. It suggests to one’s 
mind that nominations were desired 
by certain candidates befcrs the party 
could meet in convention and adopt a 
policy which might preclude them as 
candidates at a later stage. 

Asked if he could ‘suggest any rea- 
son for the party convention not be- 
ing called, he replied that he had no 
reason to suggest, but he would not 
be surprised if the strong stand taken 
by Western Conservatives on the ques- 
tion of the public lands was not aec- 
ceptable to the eastern conservatives 
and that rather than have a conflict of 
opinions it was thought best to have 
no convention at all. ‘You will un- 
derstand, of course,”” he continued, 
“that Mr. Borden, the conservative, 
leader, took a very strong stand in 
favor of ‘the new provinces being 
awarded their lands, timber and min- 
erals, and that he himself is in thor- 
ough accord with the feeling of the 
western conservatives on this point. 
At the sume time a large portion of 
the following in the east may not be 
so broad minded, 

Course to Follow. 

“If the convention idea has been 
abandoned | think the conservatives 
have made a great mistake. Our party 
is in uw stronger position before the 
country to-day than was the liberak 
party before the famous convention 
of 1895 at the city of Ottawa when 
they outlined a policy that assisted 
them materially in gaining the treas- 
ury benches, although of course, we

SHORTAGE ABSURD 


Has 


Toronto Business Man, 
Seen Things With His 
Eyes Open 


4.—Crop prespects 
seem to be very rosy in the north- 
west provinces. D. J. McDougall of 
the LaRose Mine company came 
back to Toronto yesterday alter a 
private business’ visit to Alberta and 
Saskatchewan, where he found every 
indication of the most encouraging 
nature, 

The wheat was looking particularly 
good at a height of about 1 2inchtes 
in many localities. The rumors of 
lighter growth of the crops are eriti- 
cised by Mr. McDougall as absolutely 
absurd, He-says he spoke to at lepst 
60 settlers and not one of them com- 
plained of any shortage. 

The new sectlers continue to pour 
into the country, and they are now 
taking up good land as far 100 
miles away from a railway station. 
Land sells well, and some of the farm- 
ers who came from lowa, Minnesota 
and the Dakotas have neat sums of 
money. One bank manager took Mr. 
McDougall into his confidence and 
gave him details which were simply 
astonishing as to the financial stand- 
ing of some of the settlers who have 
come in during the past couple cf 
years. Just now the influx from th 
United States is rather quiet, but this 
is accounted for by the fact that he 
late season has held them where they 
are, The rule is to sell the crops and 
then come to Canada and obtain land 
where the yield is much larger. 

In Manitoba they have suffersd 
from lack of rain up till last Sunday, 
when the whole province became 
juicy with splendid results, 

Like all other business men who go 
to the great Canadian west, Mr. Me- 
Dougall has most optimistic views 
regarding ite future.
